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Mobile app RideScout 
comes to Chicago

A commuting app designed to appeal to “ur- 
ban Millennials” is set to launch Monday in 
Chicago. 

Called RideScout, the free app available 
at the App Store and Google Play helps us- 
ers search for rides from a variety of choices 
and to compare prices and estimated travel 
times. It is intended to provide one-stop 
shopping, offering an alternative to using an 
array of single-purpose apps like CycleFinder 
and online services such as CTA Bus Tracker, 
the company said. 

RideScout is focused on the core market 
made up of Millennials because “they want 
to be mobile, but they want to drive a car 
only as a last resort,” said Joseph Kopser, 
chief executive officer and co-founder of 
the Texas-based company. “For them, the 
distraction is not texting while driving, but 
driving itself.” 

RideScout officials compare their app to 
travel websites that aggregate airline, hotel 
and car rental services. 

RideScout assembles many, but not all, 
of the available options in Chicago on one 
screen—from CTA and Metra stops, to Div- 
vy bike-sharing and Zipcar car-sharing loca- 
tions, to Sidecar ride-sharing vehicles that 
are cruising nearby, to traditional taxicabs 
dispatched by the Hailo app, as well as direc- 
tions for walking, riding your own bicycle or 
driving. 

For drivers, the RideScout app also in- 
cludes the Parking Panda service, which pro- 
vides parking rates at various facilities as well 
as the number of available spots in real time 
and allows customers to reserve a space. 

RideScout works with the GPS system in 
smartphones and maps the available trans- 
portation choices by displaying icons on the 
screen. Users can hover over the icons to 
see, for example, what buses are available at 
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a specific location and what time the buses 
will arrive, or scan how many bicycles are 
currently available at a Divvy bike station. 
The option is also provided to type ina start- 
ing point and a destination. 

RideScout then calculates the compara- 
tive costs and projected travel times—right 
down to the number of calories burned by 
pedaling a bike or walking. Suggested routes 
are provided. 

RideScout collects data from public agen- 
cies using their application programming 
interfaces, such as CTA Train Tracker. And 
RideScout has partnered with some private 
companies like Zipcar and public-private 
partnerships, like Divvy. 

But there are some holes in the current 


architecture. 

For instance, the RideScout app will not 
initially list information for Chicago water 
taxi services, said Rachel Charlesworth, Ri- 
deScout’s communications manager. 

And RideScout doesn’t have an agreement 
with ride-share operations Uber and Lyft. 

In addition, for driving travel times, the 
estimates are based on distance and posted 
speed limits. They will not initially reflect 
real-time traffic conditions, Charlesworth 
said. Also, the driving cost estimate will not 
include tolls on the Illinois Tollway, the Chi- 
cago Skyway or the Indiana Toll Road, she 
said.

Last summer, Mark Wilson waited in a Rome 
airline terminal for a connecting flight to 
London on his way home to New York. And 
waited. And waited. By the time he arrived in 
London four hours late, the final New York- 
bound flight had departed. 

Wilson was offered a room at an airport 
hotel, which he declined. He was also due 
a $550 cash penalty by USS. law, but says he 
never knew about the rule. The money sat un- 
claimed for more than two months, until he 
used the service Refund.me to collect. 

“I travel constantly. I had no idea that law 
existed,” says Wilson, 36, an investment bank- 
er. 

Indeed, the right of consumers to collect 
cash from airlines for international as well as 
domestic flight delays is not well known, says 
Christopher Elliott, author of “How to be the 
World’s Smartest Traveler” and ombudsman 
for National Geographic Traveler. “The rules 
are obscure, and airlines intentionally keep

them that way.” 

Consumers can fill out the required forms 
themselves and deal directly with the airlines. 
You can access the U.S. forms through the De- 
partment of Transportation’s Aviation Con- 
sumer Protection Division. But some prefer 
to skip the extra paperwork and hire someone 
else to handle it, even though it will cost a 
hefty percentage of what’s recovered. Service 
providers include AirHelp and Refund.me. 

Either way, fewer than 2 percent of eligible 
travelers try to claim the cash, and less than 
I percent of travelers receive money, says 
Nicolas Michaelsen, co-founder and chief 
marketing officer of AirHelp. 

Passengers whose flights from Europe are 
delayed by at least three hours or canceled are 
eligible for up to about $825, depending on the 
length of delay and distance of the flight. The 
average payout is around $600, according to 
Michaelsen. Flights to Europe and within Eu- 
rope on an European Union-based carrier are 
also subject to European Union law.

Fewer than 2 percent of travelers who are 
eligible for payment after a delayed flight 
attempt to get that money, according to 
the co-founder of AirHelp. 


Domestic US. travelers may be eligible 
for even more money, but under much nar- 
rower circumstances. An airline that denies 
a booked passenger a seat (somebody who is 
bumped on an oversold flight because there 
are not enough volunteers to give up seats) and 
can’t get to their destination within an hour of 
the scheduled time can collect 200 percent of 
the one-way ticket price, capped at $650. 

A delay of two or more hours is worth 400 
percent of the price of the one-way ticket, 
up to $1,300. The average payout is $643, 
AirHelp says. 

In 2013, nearly 467,000 passengers were

bumped from overbooked US. flights, accord- 
ing to US. Department of Transportation re- 
cords. A routine airline practice can end your 
eligibility for a cash payment: if an airline of- 
fers you a voucher and you accept it. 

“Then all bets are off,” Elliott says. 

So far, AirHelp has processed about 25,000 
claims and says a majority of applicants re- 
ceived a payout, with AirHelp taking a 25 per- 
cent commission including tax. Refund.me 
has a two-tier fee, starting at 15 percent com- 
mission plus tax for those who return a signed 
power of attorney form within 28 days, and 25 
percent plus tax for those who turn it in later. 

A typical case works like this: Connie Lee, 
31, of Oakland, Calif, was delayed on a trip 
home from Germany. She filled out an online 
AirHelp form once she got home, which took 
about five minutes. A couple of weeks later, 
Lee ended up receiving about $800 from her 
airline carrier, minus the company’s 25 percent 
commission. 

“It was a very good surprise,” Lee says.

Study shows inconsistency in 
marijuana ticket enforcement

Despite enacting legislation that is supposed 
to decriminalize carrying small amounts of 
marijuana, the city of Chicago and state of 
Illinois continue to have a high number of 
arrests related to the drug, a university study 
found. 

In addition, because different municipali- 
ties have different laws and policies, the way 
the cases are handled is inconsistent and un- 
fair, researchers said. 

Arrests for the violation are down, but 
about 93 percent of misdemeanor marijuana 
possession violations resulted in arrest in Chi- 
cago, according to an analysis conducted by 
Roosevelt University’s Illinois Consortium 
on Drug Policy. 

That means that instead of issuing tick 
ets and fining residents, which is considered 
an easier and more efficient process, police 
chose to take them to jail, said Kathleen 
Kane-Willis, the lead author of the study. 

The study found that the city and state 
have struggled to actually implement the 


rules despite having policies for tickets and 
fines on the books, she said. 

“If we really want marijuana reform, we 
have to have a consistent policy across the 
state,” Kane-Willis said. “Otherwise people 
end up with different punishment, and the 
consequences cause more harm. This is not a 
good way to do policy.” 

The team of scholars worked from 2012 
through early this year, examining arrest re- 
cords and police data and analyzing the laws 
and ordinances of the state’s 102 municipali- 
ties to develop their report. 

Chicago police are making progress imple- 
menting the city’s cannabis ordinance, said 
Adam Collins, a spokesman for the depart- 
ment. There were about 5,000 fewer arrests 
involving low-level marijuana possession in 
2013 than there were in 2011, the year before 
the ordinance was put in place, he said. 

“Like any new process, it has taken time 
to implement the ordinance and we believe 
there’s certainly much more work to be done 
on full implementation,” he said.

Obama ‘madder than 
hell’ over VA scandal 


With pressure mounting over the Veterans 
Affairs scandal, White House Chief of Staff 
Denis McDonough said Sunday that Presi- 
dent Obama was “madder than hell” over al- 
legations of inadequate medical care for vet- 
erans. 

But while McDonough voiced confidence 
in embattled VA Secretary Eric Shinseki’s 
ability to resolve the matter, he stopped short 
of offering a full vote of confidence. 

Shinseki is facing numerous calls to step 
down amid complaints about long waiting 
times for treatment at VA medical facilities in 
several cities and attempts by VA employees 
to cover up the delays. 

“Gen. Shinseki continues to work this ev- 
ery single: clay,” Mie Donenigh told (CBS Now’ 
Whine House Comespondcot Major Garrees 
on" Pace the (varion.” “ind be wall continue to 
work these isucs wiatil they're fod.” 

Asked by Garrece if Shinseki had the “full 


confidence” ef the presidin, MelDonough 
avoided the questian, sayingoaly that Gbama 
expected the VA chief to continue working ta 
address the protien. 

McDonough emphasized Obarna’s anger 
and said the president was persanally en- 
gaged. 

“The presitlent is madder than bell, and 
I’ve got the scars ta prawve it,” he said. “We're 
going to get te the bartam of these thinus, 
fix them and ensure chat they don't happen 
again.” 

Last week, Shinseki tcetified before Gon 
gress that he was “mad as bell" aver reparts of 
excessive wailing times for veterans aid falsi- 
fication of recurs. 

McDonough said the Whine Fogse has de- 
plowed additional staff at the WA to examine 
wherher the problems. are a "series of isolatod 
cases ar whether this is a systemic issue that 
we need to address with wholesale reform.”

Concert review: Haim

It was next to impossible to leave the Riviera 
on Saturday night without being a bigger fan 
of Haim than when you entered. 

On their debut disc, “Days Are Gone,” 
Alana, Danielle and Este Haim (right) 
jam out to a certain extent. But 
check yourself before you 
underestimate their live 
potential. After playing a few 
songs, including “Falling,” 
to warm up the room, Este 
invited the Riv audience 
to the Haim house in Valley 
Village, Calif. 

“Let’s have a conversation; 
we'll pretend like we’re at brunch,” 
she told the screaming crowd. “I'll or- 
der a Bloody Mary. You can get, like, a whole 
pitcher of mimosas.” 

And what do the Haim sisters do when 
they have guests? Why, jam out, of course. 
The trio quickly launched into an epic 
electric guitar symphony, the stage quickly 
becoming a blur of lights, smoke and long, 


silhouetted hair. The fact that the three sis- 
ters are almost aesthetically identical onstage 
can't be a coincidence, but it’s a move that 
comes off more unifying than cloying: Three 
have become one. 
Their budding career means Haim 
has just one album to draw live 
material from—save fora 
cover of Beyonce’s “XO” that 
would have been a show- 
stopper had it not been im- 
mediately followed by the 
trio’s best-known single, 
“The Wire.” But in their 
case, that’s a great thing. This 
tight set still left time for Alana 
to gush about throwing out the 
first pitch at Friday’s Cubs game; for 
Este to detail an April Fools prank involving 
Coachella tickets, Alana’s phone number and 
Chewbacca; and for the sisters to close out 
the night as a drum trio, leaving zero doubt 
that they’re talented as hell. The best is yet 
to come for Haim, but the present is pretty 
spectacular.
